Stage Is Set for 
Complete Pullout

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's latest Vietnam 
troop-withdrawal order sets the 
stage for what could be an 
April announcement to pull 
back another 35,000 to 45,000 
troops, declare the war over 
and place remaining GIs in an 
advisory role. 


Nixon announced Thursday 


that 70,000 more troops will be 
withdrawn by May 1, leaving 
the United States with the re- 
sidual force of 25,000 to 35,000 
men indicated by the President 
two weeks ago. 


Thursday's 
announcement, 


covering February, March and 
April withdrawals, will reduce 
the U.S. commitment in Viet- 
nam to 69,000 men on May 1. 


And the President said he will 
make another pullout announce- 
ment before that date. 


This is likely to come in mid- 


April, leaving 35,000 men to 
withdraw before reaching this 
summer's 
planned residual- 


force level. That level is ex- 
pected to be maintained until 
U.S. prisoners are freed by the 
North Vietnamese and the Viet 
Cong. 


This would be in keeping with 


the 
troop-withdrawal 
plan 


drawn up by the administration 
in early 1969. Although adminis- 
tration officials dropped hints 
from time to time that the 
President was reviewing the 
plan and might delay further 
withdrawal decisions as a 
means of keeping the enemy 
guessing, there has been little 


deviation from 
the original 


plan. 


Under the phaseout program, 


the residual force would revert 
to an advisory role to assist the 
South Vietnamese, as was done 
before the big U.S. buildup be- 
gan in 1965. 


And, to enhance the idea that 


the ground war is over for the 
Americans, the U.S. Military 
Assistance Command, Vietnam 
(MACV), would be downgrade! 
to an assistance group. 


This would give the President 


an opportunity to bring home 
Gen. Creighton Abrams, U.S. 
commander in Vietnam for the 
past five years, and, perhaps 
move Abrams in as Army chief 
of staff when Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland completes his 
four-year tour in June.

consistently mentioned as a 
presidential possibility despite 
his denials of White House aspi- 
rations, says he will not be a 
delegate to the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention this summer 
but will be active at the ses- 
sion. 


In a surprise development 


Thursday night, Kennedy said 
in Boston he felt it would be 
misleading if he headed a slate 
of his state's delegates to the 
national convention in Miami. 
He said people might think it 
was to "serve some other pur- 
pose." 


It had been expected that 


Kennedy would head Massachu- 
setts' at-large convention dele- 
gate slate. 


The senator filed an affidavit 


disavowing his candidacy, a 
move necessary to remove his 
name from the April 25 Mas- 
sachusetts presidential primary 


ballot. 


However, Kennedy said he 


expects to be "active over the 
period of the next several 
weeks and months and at the 
convention." 


As candidates and noncandi- 


dates scrambled around many 
of the nation's 23 primary-elec- 
tion states—either entering or 
withdrawing their names-oth- 
ers carried on their politicking 
unabashedly. 


Democrat George Wallace 


ran headon into party stalwart 
Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey after 
launching what the Alabama 
governor called a people's cam- 
paign in the Florida presiden- 
tial primary. 


"I defeated Wallace in this 


state in 1966 and hope to do as 
well again," Humphrey, of Min- 
nesota, told a Jacksonville au- 
dience Thursday while pushing 
his own campaign for the 
state's March 14 contest.

Hempstead County experienced the highest accident 
rate during December recording 12 accidents, followed by Clark 
and Miller Counties with 11 accidents each, Little River 10, 
Howard 9, Pike 7, Nevada 6, LaFayette and Sevier 4 each. 


The report indicated that excessive speed was the leading 


contributing cause in the accidents followed by driving while 
under the influence of alcohol, failure to yield the right of way 
and inattention.

Would Exempt All Who 
Make $1.90 Hour, Less

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Cost of Living Council has pro- 
posed that persons making less 
than $1.90 an hour be exempted 
from wage controls, Pay Board 
sources say. 


The sources say the board 


has asked the council for more 
information. The council sought 
the Pay Board's comments on 
the idea even though board ap- 
proval is not required. 


The proposal surfaced as the 


wage panel voted 14 to 0 to ap- 
prove procedures under which 
all pay raises lost during the 
wage freeze will be paid retro- 
actively 
unless 
specifically 


stopped by the board. 


Under these procedures the 


board will approve automatic 
payment of many raises up to 7 
per cent, but will take a look at 
several 
raises 
above that 


amount and all raises in pay 


units of more than $.000 per- 
sons, no matter how small the 
increase. 


On the matter of exemptions, 


the Cost of Living Council ear- 
lier had lifted federal wage re- 
straints from all persons mak- 
ing less than the federal min- 
imum wage, which is $1.30 for 
agricultural workers, $1.60 for 
others. 


However, Congress has or- 


dered that President Nixon also 
exempt anyone belonging to the 
"working poor," a term without 
any precise definition. 


Various sources said 
the 


council, which retains authority 
over exemptions from wage 
and price controls, proposed 
that the line be drawn at $1.90 
an hour. 


Labor members of the board 


were reported pushing for a 
much higher figure, but appar- 
ently without much hope of su- 


cess. 


Council spokesmen declined 


to comment on the matter. 


Pay Board chairman George 


H. Boldt abstained from voting 
on the retroactive pay release, 
but afterward "congratulated 
his colleagues on their unani- 
mity of purpose and 
their 


prompt action," a news release 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - It 


took Secretary of Defense Mel- 
vin R. Laird only two weeks 
into this presidential-campaign 
year to climb off his nonpolitic- 
al perch. 


Laird has been giving the im- 


pression for some time that he 
would stay above the political 
battle in 1972. That's been the 
traditional stance of secretaries 
of Defense and State. 


But there were skeptics who 


knew of Laird's unabashed love 
of politics, his zest for partisan 
cut-and-thrust while a GOP 
leader in Congress and a top 
strategist in past Republican 
presidential campaigns. 


So there was little surprise 


Thursday when Laird took out 
after Sens. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine, Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota and other Democrat- 
ic presidential 
hopefuls who 


have 
been 
demanding 
that 


President Nixon withdraw all 
American troops from Vietnam 
by a fixed date, and soon. 


"When we took office in 1969 


there was no program to with- 
draw American forces 
from 


Vietnam," Laird told 
White 


House reporters. 


"Strangely enough, some of 


those individuals that are going 
around the country today criti- 
cizing programs to withdraw 
Americans from-Vietnam were 
silent in 1968 and before when 
we were on the escalator, going 
up and up and up .... 


"Now 
that we are going 


down, down, down, seems that 
they have changed their posi- 
tion and are critical of the 
President and the program ... 
to withdraw Americans from 
Southeast Asia and from Viet- 
nam." 


Later, in a Public Broad- 


casting Service television inter- 
view, Laird spoke more harsh- 
ly, charging critics with "either 
knowingly or unknowingly aid- 
ing the enemy and not helping 
our prisoners of war" by say- 
ing the U.S. prisoners would be 
released by the North Vietnam- 
ese if the United States offered 
to pull out all its troops.

Economy Slow 
During 1971 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's economy slowed dra- 
matically during 1971 after a 
strong first-quarter recovery, 
the Commerce Department re- 
ported today. 


In revising the Gross Nation- 


al Product, output of the na- 
tion's goods and services, for 
the first nine months of 1971, 
the department disclosed that 
the econom.v grew by only 2.7 
per cent in the July-September 
quarter. 


This was much less than the 


3.9 per cent reported earlier 
and well below the amount of 
growth needed to cut into a 
high rate of unemployment. 


Next week, the government is 


expected to release preliminary 
figures on GNP growth for the 
last three months of the year, 
and it is expected to reflect a 
stepup in the economy during 
that period. 


The department said it re- 


vised GNP downward to reflect 
more accurate, up-to-date infor- 
mation and to take into account 
Congress' passage of a bill re- 
pealing the automobile excise 
tax. Repeal of the oasure cut 
final sales in the third quarter 
and also helped reduce the rate 
of inflation. 


As measured by the GNP 


yardstick, the rate of inflation 
also fell dramatically, to 2.5 
per cent in the third quarter, 
the lowest rate since the 2.2 per 
cent m the second quarter of 
1967.

Not Specific Term

Dear Dr. Lamb—Much has 


been said on heart and vas- 
cular disease, yet we (ind the 
term vascular disease used 
in other terms of illness. Just 
what is vascular disease? 
Can it be part of arthritis? 


Dear Reader — Correctly 


speaking, vascular disease 
means disease of any of the 
arteries, veins or the small 
connecting vessels between 
the arteries and veins called 
capillaries. Since the vascu- 
lar system of arteries, veins, 
and capillaries are every- 
where almost any disease 
process can involve the vas- 
cular system. The most com- 
mon form of vascular dis- 
ease that causes real trouble 
is atherosclerosis, or fatty 
deposits in the arteries. This 
can be located anywhere in 
the body, causing strokes, 
heart attacks, poor circula- 
tion to the legs with trouble 
walking, kidney failure and 
o t h e r problems. Vascular 
disease technically includes 
varicose veins and o t h e r 
vein disorders. Even hemor- 
rhoids are a vascular dis- 
ease. 


By now you are getting the 


idea that the term vascular 
disease is not a very specific 
term. We use it to help us 
classify disorders, just like 
digestive diseases 
include 


indigestion, constipatioi. and 
e v e n gallbladder dis. se. 
When it is necessary to sju-ak 
about something more 
pe- 


cific. other words have to be 
used, like coronary artery 
disease to mean involvmeiit 
of the arteries to the heart

pear Header—If you really 


dill, yo'u prob'ably have more. 
A tapeworm is a flat ribbon- 
like worm. The head usually 
has a number of hooks on it 
and it hooks into the intes- 
tinal w a l l . The ribbonlike 
segments come loose easily, 
lint the head does not. I get 
u surprising number of let- 
ters from people who think 
they have worms. Far more 
than 
I w o u l d have ever 


guessed. So let me empha- 
size to anyone who e v e r 
coughs up or passes what 
they think are worms—save 
it—arid take it to their doc- 
tor. What to save it in? Put 
it in a small jar of alcohol 
that you can get from the 
drugstore or grocery store. 
Your doctor will likely want 
to do additional examina- 
tions but it could help him 
a lot if he can see just what 
sou are talking about. 


I might add that I am also 


sin-prised at the geographic 
location.

Dogs Sniff 
Explosives 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis- 


tration is having dogs trained 
to sniff out hidden explosives in 
an effort to thwart hijackers 
and saboteurs. 


Fairfax County, Va., police 


begin training the dogs today 
under a $34,000 FAA contract. 


If the program is successful, 


the FAA plans to use the ani- 
mals at Washington's National 
and Dulles International air- 
ports. 


FAA Administrator John N. 


Shaffer 
said, "Although the 


dogs involved in the test pro- 
gram are intended for use at 
the two FAA-operated airports 
only, the concept could be 
adopted by other airports as 
well, thus further increasing 
the odds against successful hi- 
jackings or acts of sabotage." 


After a 20-week training 


course, the four German shep- 
herds will be tested for 45 days 
at National Airport before a de- 
cision is made whether to per- 
manently adopt the program. 


In a preliminary test at Dul- 


les a year ago, dogs were able 
to sniff out explosives on per- 
sons and in luggage or cargo. 


Officials said the dogs should 


be especially useful in quick 
checking and clearing of air- 
planes grounded by a bomb 
threat or hoax.

the U.S. table-tennis team that 
cracked the isolation of the 
Communist Chinese, an event 
that led indirectly to Nixon's 
forthcoming visit. 


Ziegler said he told Graham 


Steenhoven, president of the 
U.S. Table Tennis Association, 
that Chou personally suggested 
a Spring visit by Chinese play- 
ers this spring.

Black Pepper 
Contains Fungi 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (AP) — A 


University of Minnesota profes- 
sor says the average gram of 
black pepper contains 53,000 
tiny colonies of fungi. 


"I used to pepper practically 


everything, but now I use it 
only on my eggs," Clyde Chris- 
tensen, a professor of plant pa- 
thology, said. "My wife won't 
eat pepper anymore." 


Christensen has done micro- 


scopic analyses of more than 
100 pepper samples over the 
last few years. 


In nearly every instance, he 


said, he found that "black 
pepper is just loaded 
with 


fungi." 


He said some of the fungi are 


capable of producing 
toxins, 


meaning possibly harmful poi- 
sons, but he said, no toxin has 
been found in pepper because 
pepper ingredients apparently 
neutralize them.
